Churches Urged Participate 
One Great Hour Of Sharing 


It is distressing that in the midst of 
prosperity we must anticipate and pre- 
pare for tragedy. Yet we know that in 
this year, 1963, millions of people face 
the stark inevitability of hunger, ex- 
posure, the helplessness of disposses- 
sion. We know that these people will 
be unable to help themselves. 

Because the church can anticipate 
this tragedy it must, in Christian love, 
prepare to meet it. It is for this pur- 
pose that the United Church of Christ 
joins other major denominations in the 
One Great Hour of Sharing (March 24). 

In 1962 the United Church of Christ 
gave $740,000.00 through One Great 
Hour of Sharing. This represented a 
10% increase over the giving in 1961. 
But even though the appeal showed a 
decided increase over the previous 
year, there were still only 53% of our 
churches participating! The 15th an- 
niversary of the Ore Great Hour ap- 
peal in 1963 is an appropriate time to 
hope that every local church will join 
in this response of compassion. 

Here are two major areas where, in 
1962, the One Great Hour of Sharing 
money was put to work: 

The United Church of Christ was 
one of the first to respond to the Iran- 
ian earthquake disaster. Because of the 
OGHS we were ready with food, cloth- 
ing, medicine. We are now involved in 
rebuilding an entire Iranian village. 

In Algeria today over half of the 
population is in a state of hunger and 
exposure. Returning refugees find no 
work, no homes, no schools. The United 
Church, with other denominations, is 
giving what aid it can. 93,000 Algerians 
are being employed in a tree planting 
project which not only furnishes em- 
ployment, but also reclaims vast waste- 
lands that are vital to the future of 
Algeria. Payment for work on this pro- 
ject is made in food and clothing. 

Our church provides in such projects 
as these a steady flow of food, medi- 
eine, drugs, and hope to areas around 
the world where people are in need. 

Christian love, as demonstrated by 
One Great Hour of Sharing, is a pow- 
erful witness in our troubled world. It 
is a Christian axiom that “If you care, 
you share.”

Financing of the 
balance with our local bank has been 
arranged and this will make possible 
adequate transportation for the basket- 
ball and baseball teams, also the Sou- 
thern Union Singers, and other college 
groups. 

THE OFFER TO MOVE TO ALEX- 
ANDER CITY, mentioned in the Octo- 
ber HIGHLIGHTS, was declined at a 
special meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees held in November; at the ieeting 
and by mail ballot, 19 of the 21 trus- 
tees voted, all being unanimous not to 
accept the offer. The action is reported 
more fully in the current issue, back 
page, of the SUC NEWS. 

A BRAND NEW LATE EDITION OF 
A LARGE DICTIONARY was purchas- 
ed and presented to the college by the 
Student Council in honor of our fine 
librarian, Mrs, Dorothy Cash Hicks. 
The presentation was made at a recent 
chapel and the gift has been welcomed 
by all.

World Day Of Prayer 
First Friday In March 


For more than’ seventy-five years, 
women of the major Protestant and 
Orthodox communions have engaged in 
an annual observance of the World Day 
of Prayer on the first Friday in Lent. 
With “prayer and giving for a world- 
wide mission of the church as its pri- 
mary purpose,” it has brought people 
together across denominational, racial, 
national, and cultural boundaries “to 
pray for the needs of the world and to 
make an offering for the carry‘ng out 
of the Church’s mission across the 
world.” 

The Guide for World*Day of Prayer 
Committees reminds us that this obser- 
vance is truly world-wide in character. 
The same basic service is used by 
groups in approximately 150 countries, 
providing a~ splendid opportunity fer 
fellowship at a deep level with Christ- 
jans throughout the world. 

If it is to be true to its traditional 
purpose and meaning, the World Day 
of Prayer observance should have five 
elements: First, an awareness of and a 
commitment to the reality and power 
of prayer. Second, a concern for the 
need of all peoples for the message of 
the Christian faith. Third, it should be 
open to all, whatever the denomina- 
tional, racial, national, or cultural dis- 
tinctions; participation of all persons 
of a community is actively encouraged. 
Fourth, the same theme and service are 
used as the basis for world-wide plan- 
ning and observance of the day. Fifth, 
gifts are made for the united outreach 
of the church through interdenomina- 
tional efforts related to the mission di- 
visions of the National Council of 
Churches. 

“More Than Conquerors” is the theme 
for the 1963 observance, with the ser- 
vice being written by Christian women 
of Korea. Although specific projects 
are determined by an allocations com- 
mittee, they are all interdenominational 
in scope and are concerned with the 
following areas: Christian colleges for 
women; hospitality for foreign students 
studying in our country; Christian lit- 
erature for women and chidren of Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America; seminars in 
Christian home and famiy life in Af- 
rica; Christian centers for the study of 
non-Christian religions; exchange of 
Christian personnel in _ international 
meetings; migrant ministry; Christian 
ministry to churches and communities 
in transition; ministry to Indian Amer- 
icans.

A recent addition to the Southeast 
Convention’s audio-visual library is the 
58-frame, full-color filmstrip, “Mem- 
bers One of Another”. Prepared for use 
by groups considering various aspects 
of personal religious living and of re- 
lationships between persons, this film- 
strip is ‘‘an allegorical presentation of 
the truth that life is good when per- 
sons enter into each other’s worlds.” 

“Once upon a time, and at all times, 
a man stood at the gate of his life.” 
Thus the story begins. Some people he 
invited in to share his life; on others 
he turned his back. “Once in a while 
he would open his gate and he and an- 
other person would really be together— 
not just alongside one another. This 
kind of relationship added real joy to 
his life so he tried getting to know 
other people. But he had to learn how, 
and it was not always easy. Sometimes 
he did not put his real self forward, 
and sometimes other people were not 
willing to admit him into their lives. 

“As the man thought about these ex- 
periences, he realized that life is good 
when persons enter into each other’s 
worlds and give their complete atten- 
tion to one another. This is the way God 
intends for persons to relate to one an- 
other, to be ‘members one of another’ ”. 

Reading scripts are included both for 
children and for adults, though it 
should not be used for children below 
the junior age level. In every case, it 
must be thoroughly previewed before 
showing, and should be used only with 
discussion,

to avoid disappointment.

United Church Tours 


On February 11, as has been the cus- 
tom for many years, fifteen local 
church pastors and just plain local 
church members will visit Puerto Rico 
on one of the least publicized but most 
popular of United Church Tours. Two 
months later, two larger groups will 
travel through the southern U. S. on 
similar tours; and before the end of 
October one hundred United Church 
men and women will have visited, 
among other places, Colorado, she Ha- 
waiian Islands, several capitals of Eu- 
rope and the Near East, and some of 
the new nations of Africa. 


“Tt?s almost dangerous to advertise 
these tours,” says Dr. Nelson C. Dreier, 
Secretary of Tours for the Stewardship 
Council, under whose auspices the an- 
nual study-and-pleasure trips are made 
available to all United Church mem- 
bers. “The fact is the tours cffer op- 
portunities for meeting with people and 
leaders of other countries that would 
otherwise be completely impossible. 
The tours are usually over-subscribed 
and we have to turn away late comers 
every year.” 

This year the program’s newest tour 
will enable twenty pastors and lay lead- 
ers to visit Africa, where, for a total 


cost of $1,850 per person, the group 
will visit four important regions in 
the vast continent as well as make 


brief visits to Greece, Turkey, Pales- | 


tine, and at least five capitals of Eu- 
rope. 

The least expensive of the tours will 
take United Church members to see all 
the scenic wonders and our church 
work in Colorado for $175. The next 
least expensive tour will be through 
the southern U. S., beginning April 16, 
for a total cost of $190. The tour to 
Puerto Rico, in February, will cost 
$290 per person and includes a side ex- 
cursion to the Virgin Islands. The Ha- 
waii Tour, which is scheduled for June 
21, will cost $690 per person. All rates 
are appreciably lower than those of- 
fered by the commercial travel bureaus 
for tours with comparable accommoda- 
tions. 


The first church tours of this type 
were offered more than thirty years 
ago to members of the Congregational 
Christian Churches. Ten years ago the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church in- 
augurated national and international 
tours so that ministers and laymen 
might combine their study of church- 
sponsored missions with interesting side

trips to the more usual tourist attrac- 
tions. 

Since that time thousands of church- 
men have taken advantage of these 
tours, and the demand is steadily in- 
creasing. This year Dr. Dreier, from 
whom all information regarding the 
tours may be obtained, expects at least 
one hundred persons to join in the six 
tours now offered by the United Church 
of Christ.
